PmsBCBO, Aug. 10.--Jiidget Stowo 
ud OoUter hare handed down their 
opinion in tho miners' injnnctioii case. 
The decision makes the preliminary in- 
jnnction permanent. 

The degree is in the proceedings of 
the New York and Oleveland (ios Coal 
company againit the UniliBd 
Worken of Amerios, Pittidt Dolan, 
William Warner and othen. 

The plaintiff waa ordered to file a 
bond of |S,000 to aniwer for enoh dam- 
ages afma7 be nutained bj the de^ 
fendafttg tf reMon of the injonotion. 

lBlinedia«el7 after the filing of the 
decree and upon motion of Mr. Thomas 
Patterson, the ooort ordered a dmilar 
decree to be drawn in the oaie against 
the Bnnola miners, in whi<)h the in- 
jonction was applied for by Bnfoa 0. 
OrAwford. 

In order to follow ap their a^Tantage 
theoperaton held a largely attended 
meeting Uut night at the Monon^rahela 
House and arranged for the starting of 
their mines with or without force. If 
force seems to be nnavoidable, it is the 
intention to start a certain few mines 
at once onder the protection of deputies 
and whatever expense may result will 
be shared , pro rata by the mine owners. 
This scheme to start the mines was 
adopted to break the national strike in 
1894. The operators then agreed to 
bear the exptuise and two mines were 
pnt in operation and the men were 
guarded by deputies. The mines se> 
lected were the Manown of the 
Yonghiogheny Gas Ccel company and 
the Durr mine of Osborne, Saeger & 
Ck>mpany. At the fonnar mine 18 rail- 
road cars were loaded the first day. It 
was expensive coal, bat when the bills 
were settled no operator conld be found 
to tell irhat the coal cost. Various es- 
timates were given and it was conceded 
by some that it did not ooat a cent less 
than |5 a tOB. But it had the desired 
effect. 

A similar snccessful effort was mad<> 
by the operators several years ago when 
a number of colored men were broaglit 
in from the south and foreisners were 
inij)ortod from other localities. They 
remained after the strike wae ended 
and are still in the district and among 
rhe surplus of miners. 

President Dolau of the miners' or- 
pauization does not believe the move- 
ment will be u success this time, as the 
Htrikers are more in earnest than in any 
former struggle. "The operators iio\v 
talk about their inability *o pay the ad- 
vance on account of having taken con- 
tracts at the o4-cent rate," said he. 
"When they madi' those contracts they 
were fairly warned that a higher rate 
would be demanded. We called for 
ronferonce.s and told them not to make 
any contracts based on ihe low rate for 
digging. So that there co ild be no 
possibility of a iiiihunderstauding we 
issued a pahlie notice and had it print- 
ed in tile (l:;ily ijapt rs. They were toid 
plainly not to make contracts husvd on 
a 54-cent mining rate. We did not 
take auv advantage of thcni, for they 
knew what was comintr. When I spoke 
(>f a strike they merely laughed niid 
said: 'We will havi' you starved o it 
in two week.s.' Ihcy now wliere 
they were mistaken and want to start, 
but they will not succei d. We will es- 
tablish a canip and march ut every 
mine where the attempt is made to 
oijerate. W« wiU iight to the Utter 
end." 

Camp Determination, at Turtle Creek, 
has been reduced m numbers from sitX) 
to 50. The men who were told to go 
home gathered in an amrry crowd and 
denounced the officials bitterly. Secre- 
tary William Warner camo in for a 
large share of vituperation from the 
crowd. They demanded of him work 
or assistance. He replied rather ourtly 
that he would get them jobs in the 
workhouse. 

After Warner left a number of the 
men threatened to return to their re- 
spective homes and go to work in their 
mines. They said the strike was u 
flfelle. Some of the man left U« (he 
Irwin and Oreensburg distriots, where 
they will look for work. 

Uriah Billingham. in charffe of the 
camp at Plum Greek, pat a damper ott 
the campers^ at that place yesterday. 
He had Just returned from the city, 
where he heard the court's decision in 
the injunction case. He told the men 
there would be no more marching and 
no need of such a large number of men 
at the camp. He advised the men to 
disperse to their respective homes and 
get work wherever they could. At this 
camp, where there were 800 men, there 
are now less thwi tOO. 

Sandy Greek camp is practically 
abandoned and it is not known wh^er 
it will be opened again or not All 
told there are less than 160 mte now 
encamped aboot the three mines. 

It is said the men who are still in the 
camps will remain there and will march 
as osoal in spite of the sheriff and the 
court's order. President Dolan said 
that Ids men'woald oontinne to march 
and if the sheriff Imsted them, other 
mea woold tdke thstir plaoes at once. 
I^Saidhe; "The sheriff will have to do 
< his duty if we vihUtte the law, and ar- 
rest If heisM^theopinlOBthatwe 
are violators he will (utTe to take as to 
jail and panish v» like any other crim- 
inal.

A meeting of miners from the Mnok* 
lerat mines waited on Superintendent 

R. Q. Dickson of the Mucklerat mine 
of J. B. Corey, and asked him if he 
would open the mine if the men re- 
turn at the 64-cent rate. He said he 
woald not and the mines would not be 
opened until the next lake season. 

WILLING TO PAY FIFTY-FOUR CENTS 

Opcralon Seok a Coafareaeo Wttn • Tlow 

of i^ottllnK the Strike. 
PiTTSBL'RO, Aug. 19.— A meeting of 
the Pittsburg coal operators was held 
last night and the president, Peter M. 
Hitchcock was empowered to appdint a 
oopuniitee who wiU seftka ooaflsrence 
with th« minen' ioiRefalB, looking to a 
settlement of the strike. It is under- 
stood that the basis to bo urged for a 
settleinent by the operators is the 54- 
oent rate for mining, and should the 
miners refuse to accede to this, and 
their old employes decline to return to 
work, the operators will at once import 
men and start their mines at any haz- 
ard. 

^As it is extremely unlikely that an 
amicable arranginent can be etiected. 
the mine owners have apre< d to share 
the expense attendant upon the starting 
of the mines, and no expedient will be 
overlooked in the accomplishment of 
the object aimed at, the brealving of the 
strike. The mines to bo experimented 
with have not as yet been selected, but 
it in said the break will be made at four 
diflferent places widely scattered 
throughout the district, in or ler to as 
mndi as possibly disconoert the strilie 
leaders. 

BIQ MARCH CONTEMPIJ^TED. 

Ohio MiMM WUI 0« AerwM the Coaatry 
to tha Fairmont Mlnaa. 

Wur.Ki.iyo, Aug. 19.— The eastern 
Uhio strikers, flushed with their recent 
successes in marching to working mines 
on both sides of the river, are serionsly 
oonsidenng a proposition to maroh 
across the country from Wheeling to 
Fairmont to assist in the desperate ef- 
forts now being made to have the strike 
general in that region. The distance by 
the Wheeling and Fairmont pike is 
about 50 miles, and at least three days 
would be required for the march. The 
country to be traversed is rough and 
sparsely populated. 

Secretary Lewis and other eastern 
Olio leaders oppose the plan, but as the 
strikers have recently persisted in doing 
other things in opposition to the desires 
of their leaders, it would not be sur- 
pr.sing if tho march to Fairmont would 
soon become a reality. In connection 
with the proposed march the aiinouuco- 
meiit that (general Coxey Is to be sent 
in West Virginia is made. He will be 
detailed for work in the Fairmont re- 
gion. If is not known, however, that 
he will be connected with the march 
aeross the country.

Cxi FK.r-x, Ills., Aug. It). — "Cieneral" 
Bradley 's army of striking miners held 
this village yeststtfay. The 400 men 
formed gronps as near the cool mine as 
they could get Mrithout trespassing on 
the company's land and talked with the 
miners as they came to work. The 
miners were afraid of troahlt Mid Only 
about 50 went to work. 

Armed deputy sheriffs patrolled the 
coal company's grounds with orders to 
shoot any one who might attempt to 
enter the premises withoat leare. 

When toe mtti quit work in theeren- 
ing they were intercepted on thehr way 
home and urged to attend a meeting 
later at night; irai few responded. 

Bradley was released at Hillsboro 
yesterday on a recognintnce for |l,000, 
signed by srreral Moont OBve men, in- 
tlading Mayor Fcnohs, and also by T. 
J. Walton and Henfy MitoheU of Hills- 
boro. The preBmiuuy trial on the 
charge of resisting oflloers in the dis- 
charge of their duty is set for next 
Wednesday. After hh release Bradley 
rejoined his army in this village.

DID ANDRSE SSND_ A MESSAGET 
Sclentiac Men of Waahlnsrton IlaTe Some 
Very Serlons Donbt .tboift It. 

New York. Aug. 19.— A special to 
The Henld from Washington says: 

Scientiflo men in Washington are great- 
ly interested in Anoree's polar expe.li- 
tion aii.l are eager to gicau from any re- 
liable quartor informatio:i concerning 
him. Professor William Harkaess of 
the naval observatory, in d-.schssing the 
story, said in an interview : 

"1 have no reason to doabt that An- 
dre* may have reached as far as 83 de- 
grees north l«titad*>. There is nothing 
so remarkable in that. Nansen, for in- 
stance, went as far. or farther, bat I 
aminoUned to think the Christiana 
story Is onreliabla. I will not say that 
it is impossible for a carrier pigeoo to 
cover the 600 or 800 miles indicated 
over icy seas, bat it would be on:y one 
chance in a thoasand if the bird tooK a 
direct route, and if its vagaries were 
very extended it would die before long 
from lack of food. Under the best pos- 
sible chances a bird psrtiaps might 
co.-er the distanoa "to ftom 19 to a 
hours, resting on the floating ice cn 
route. ' 

"One strong reason' for doubt is that 
the latitude and longitude of tbe pla .e 
where the pigeon is reported to navn 
been shot are not given in the dis- 
patches, and that is so contrary to nant- 
Icti castom as to give rise to soapicions. 
Then granting the pigeon was found 
and shot and the alleged letter obtained, 
it seems very improbable that a captain 
so well acquainted and so much inter- 
ested in Andree's plans as this one is 
said to be, should refuse to give the let- 
ter into bands that would carrv it di- 
rectly to civilization, but carry it with 
him ftirther into the Arctic region. He 
would naturally have been glad to give 
any such important news to the world 
OS (luickly as possible."

He went to Cuba 
with the Leyte Vidal expedition a year 
ago. Being attached to the we.>«tern 
army, he attracted the attention of An- 
tonio Maeeo by his gallantry in battle. 
Maceo promoted and trusted him. "We 
usually fought in small parties," said 
Farley, "but once in a while there 
wouM bo a battle in which from 1,000 
to ij)00 of our iiieu would be engaged. 
A curion.s thing was that you could al- 
ways tell whether it was Spaniards or 
Cubans who were fighting, because 
with the Spaiii-h troops it was always 
vollt'y lirin^'. and poorly aimed firing 
at tl.at. wln'.e with tho insurf^-cntt. thft 
firing: v, as alwavs scatt"ring and indi- 
vidual." 

Of the late (JetK r.al Maceo. his chief, 
he Fpealis in tic higlKst terms. "He 
was the bravest iiian I ever s;»w."' said 
he.

He was like a lion and 
did not know what fear meant. And

It bringa the edurational pro.^ress of 
tbe country up to that date and embraces 
the lateet statiatioa the bnrean bad gath> 
ered. 

The report abowa a total enrolhnent in 
that year in tbe achoola and colleges, 
both public and private, of 15,097,197 
pupila. Tbia waa an increaae of 308,575. 
The number in public inatitutiona waa 
15,465,371, and in private institotiona 
1,631,826. In addition to all these there 
were 418,000 pupils in the varioua special 
achoola and iostitutiona, including busi- 
neea icoUegea, muaic conaervatoriea, In- 
dian and reform schools, making? the 
grand total for the whole countVy 10,- 
415,197. 

The report saya the 178 schools for sec- 
ondary and higher education of the col- 
ored race bad aligbtly over 40,000 stu- 
dents enrolled, an increaae of over 3,000 
for the year-. _
